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THE LIBRARIAN AND THE EXTENSION WORKER

All of us in educational work hold the same ultimate goal -- the 
growth of the persons with whom and for whom we work. Wholeness of be- 
ing is the term toward which we contribute our services. However 
varied in character they may be, their value lies in being stimulants 
to that growth. 


The librarians of the State are and can continue to be invaluable 
associates of us in the Extension Service in providing sources and 
materials that push back the boundaries of our understanding and open 
new vistas for contemplation, consideration and use. The fashion in 
which such assistance is effected is conditioned by the scope of our 
work and the concepts which invigorate it. 


The home demonstration program of the Extension Service is devoted 
to helping homemakers improve their home, family and community life. It 
is planned by the women themselves, based on their specific requests for 
help to meet their needs, and is implemented by a large corps of them, 
voluntary local leaders, who are trained by specialists to carry back to 
their respective communities the results of research and the experiences 
of other homemakers. Those who participate find it fun to learn with 
others. 


This is a service of persons for persons, whose active principle 
is respect for the uniqueness of each person and the mystery that sur- 
rounds her, resulting in a recognition of her potentialities and of 
her right to make, and capacity for making her own decisions and accept- 
ing the responsibility for them. 


Other principles which impregnate and characterize it are that 
learning is a lifelong process, that, consequently, human beings are 
continually coming more completely into being, are becoming more com- 
pletely themselves; that man is happy when he exercises his full capaci- 
ties -- physical, mental, moral, spiritual; that he is a social being; 
his welfare and that of his neighbor are inextricably bound together. 
These operatives enrich every part of the program, however simple it 
may be, and raise it to a higher dimension. 


Our primary concern, then, is the homemaker. What she values, 
what she feels to be her need is what we attempt to satisfy through 
our program. This requires taking a look at what she wants, and she

has wanted always to make her husband and her family happy. She would 
like to make her home a center of warmth, understanding and culture from 
which family members go and gladly return to be refreshed, stimulated 
and made ready to reassume their daily responsibilities, renewed in 

body and spirit. She wants to spend time helping others, to take part 
in community activities; she is eager to learn to make things; she 

wants to be well-informed; she is becoming more interested in the arts, 
in civic, national and international affairs. In short, she wants the 
most that life can offer for her family and herself. 


But her life is not simple. She and her family are both the makers 
and the products of our culture with all its strengths and weaknesses. 
They are presented with a multiplicity of choices that require discrimi- 
nation. Fressures operate on them -- they are urged to conform in buy- 
ing, doing, thinking. Whether or not the homemaker is employed out- 
side the home, her life is action-dominated. Distractions and demands 
on her have fragmentized her life and, unless her system of values is 
well established, keep it from being integrated. 


What in the way of a program can be designed to help her reach 
her desired ends and overcome some of these problems and frustrations? 
Do all homemakers want the same program? Since they are not equally 
analytical about their needs nor equally facile in expressing then, 
the challenge to us lies in being able to establish a stimulating and 
inspiring climate for thought, interaction and compromise, really a 
process in individual and group evaluation, that results in a program 
acceptable to the majority with due regard for minority interests, de- 
signed to bring information and help on a few of the vast number of 
responsibilities that comprise the job of today's homemaker. 


These chosen projects must also offer variety and balance, use 
the resources of several subject matter fields (sufficiently familiar 
to librarians that they need not be listed here), encourage thinking, 
making, discussion, creating and re-creating. They must hold the prom- 
ise of enjoyment. 


The program building procedure in itself is educational and con- 
tributes to the integration of the one who participates in it. It 
further represents the synchronization of the homemakers' resources 
with those that can be provided by the organization. 


These resources are extended with the help of librarians, with 
whom we have a history of happy, cooperative relationships. Both 
state and local libraries provide us with reading materials and bibli- 
ographies. Clubs engaged in the study of peoples of foreign lands or 
the study of child de-elopment and family relationships make frequent 
use of the Traveling Library. If this service were not available, 
members with limited personal resources, who live in areas where there 
are no library facilities, would have been greatly handicapped by the 
lack of satisfactory reference and study materials. 


A few years ago home demonstration groups in sparsely settled 
areas.of this county commonly included as one of their unit activities 
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the conduct of a book exchange. This was a community project. Added 
to the circulation of the books members and friends donated for the 
purpose, was a collection of 50 books borrowed for a six-month period 
from the Traveling Library. There was great excitement when the new 
collection arrived. One of our deepest regrets came when this interest 
faded. In some areas nothing has ever replaced the service and there 
are many homes where there is a dearth of good reading material. More- 
over, the ease of stopping at a neighbor's home for a book makes borrow- 
ing a simple matter. It was a practice that encouraged good reading 

and good conversation. Perhaps something could be done to revive it. 


Among the best treats we have offered in our program are book re- 
view and storytelling training schools conducted by the consultant of the 
Library Extension Division. They were thoroughly enjoyed by the leaders 
who repeated the lessons for the members of their units. 


Local libraries often extend the length of the loan period for 
study club members. We frequently borrow books for weeks at a time 
for study and use in connection with the program. Our local librarian 
is the one to whom we turn first when there is a question about, or need 
for, specific information. This fall we conducted a book review train- 
ing school. It would have been a hardship to attempt it without the 
assistance of our local librarian. 


Agents should take full advantage of the interest and help of the 
local librarian. Coming in touch with people with whom we are not in 
contact, she is in a favorable position to pass on information about 
the current program and bulletins available from our offices. 


Agents would find copies of The Bookmark useful. Easy access to 
books recommended by specialists in the various subject metter fields 
would be greatly appreciated. 


Since the entire program is the result of attempts on the part of 
homemakers to balance their lives, put order in them through attention 
to values, any contribution in this area for homemakers and agents is 
most welcome. The response given Ann Morrow Lindbergh's Gift from the 
sea illustrates the need there is for books that feed the spirit. Such 
a sharing of the fruits of meditation slows down the rhythm of the reader 
and invites to quiet reflection. 


These are a few of the ways librarians are serving and can serve 
the Extension worker. The brief summary of our program may suggest to 
them added helps that will enliven and enrich it that are not apparent 
to us. We are always grateful for new ideas. We might very well plan 
to explore the possibilities together.

State Library Exhibit: An exhibit in the rotunda of the State Library 
commemorates the 250th birthday of Benjamin Franklin. Among the items 

on display are: the original Albany Plan of Union as drawn up by Frank- 
lin in 1754; Franklin's letter to General Phillip Schuyler in 1776; a 
copy of "Cato Major" considered to be the finest product of Franklin's 
printing; the first edition of Franklin's autobiography which was first 
published in French; various editions of Parson wcems' "Life of Franklin" 
and the famous "Franklin Pamphlet on Small-Pox," one of 13 known copies 


still in existence. The exhibit will remain on view through the month 
of February. 


Examination Scheduled: The New York State Department of Civil Service 
announces an examination to be held on April 14 for the position of 
Assistant Librarian (Medicine) at a salary range of $4130 - $5200.

Rare Franklin Pamphlet in Medical Library: Outstanding acquisition of 
the New York State Medical Library this past year was a copy of the 1759 
Franklin pamphlet on smallpox. The account of the success of inoculation 
for the smallpox in England and America is written in the form of a let- 
ter by Benjamin Franklin and forms a four-page preface to the eight pages 
of "Plain Instructions" written by Dr. William Heberden, F.R.S., a dis- 
tinguished London physician already well known for being the first to 
describe angina pectoris. No author's name is on the title page but 
Franklin does give credit to Dr. Heberden in his letter. 

"Interest in smallpox inoculation in all probability became a life- 
long concern to Franklin," says Heath Babcock, head of the Medical Li- 
brary, "because his son died from'a flux with which he had long been 
afflicted' and inoculation had been postponed." 


Rehabilitation of Law and Medical Libraries: Construction on remodeling 
and addition of new shelving in the Law and Medical Libraries was begun 
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early in January. The contract for the general construction work was 
awarded to J. B. Waldbillig, Inc., Albany. Work is progressing siml- 
taneously on both the Law and Medical libraries and it is expected that 
the remodeling project will be completed on both libraries by January, 
1957. In the meantime, the Law Library is temporarily located in the 
Legislative Reference Library, and the Medical Library is maintaining 
its services from temporary quarters in the rear of the General Refer- 
ence Library. 


State Library Services to Albany Area College Students: On January 9, 
librarians from several colleges in the immediate vicinity of Albany 
met with members of the General Reference Staff to discuss the use of 
The New York State Library services and materials by local college 
students. Represented at the meeting were the following colleges: New 
York State College for Teachers, Rensselaer Polytechnic Institute, 
Russell Sage, Saint Rose, Siena and Union. 


Library Extension 
Division is planning an exhibit centering on the theme, "Books for 
Better Living." A list of the books featured will be distributed. 
Through the cooperation of the Department of Public Works, a display 
"Good Roads Lead to Good Libraries," will be available. I. Marie 
Gustafson, Public Library Consultant, will be in charge of the exhibit, 
assisted by Mrs. Anne C. Hulst, of Traveling Libraries. 


New Library Director at Syracuse University: Dr.wWayne S.Yenawine has 
been appointed dean of the Syracuse University School of Library Science 
and director of libraries at the University. Dr. Yenawine held various 


positions at the University of Illinois Library from 1934 to 1941, serv- 
ing as assistant to the director from 1938 to 1941. He served as acting 
director of libraries at the University of Georgia and supervised the 
organization of the Air Force Air University Library at Maxwell Field, 
Alabama. Then he returned to the University of Illinois, where for the 
past eight years he has been circulation librarian. 


Book Selection Policy: The October, 1955 issue of the PLD Reporter is 
a report and at the same time a guide to book selection policy. Itisa 
report of the Work Conference on Book Selection held in Philadelphia at 
the ALA Conference, at which some 233 individuals were present. It in- 
cludes the four main addresses by Herbert Brucker, Paul Bixler, Miriam 
Putnam and Eleanor Phinney. Also included are reports of discussion 
groups, a digest of the final session, and excerpts from existing public 
library book selection statements. The Library Bill of Rights, the Free- 
dom to Read, and bibliographies are also included. Libraries having book 
selection policy statements which are available on loan from ALA Head- 
quarters are also listed. , 

John D. Henderson, Chairman of the Intellectual Freedom Committee, 
and Ruth W. Gregory, President of the Public Libraries Division for 1954- 
55, stated in the introduction that "...written policy statements where 
they exist, have become invaluable tools for sharpening the individual 
library's objectives and for interpreting its role in the support of the 
basic principle of the freedom to read. ...Profession-wise use of pre- 
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pared policy statements would strengthen the position of libraries of 
the nation, particularly those which may be vulnerable to pressures that 
are not in the best interest of the public library and its goals." 

The work conference drew nine principles of book selection from 
the various group discussions as guides to working out policy state- 
ments by individual libraries. The PLD Reporter is available from the 
American Library Association at $2.50.

Bill of Rights Week: This week will be celebrated February 12-18, 1956. 
The protection of civil liberties has become in the 20th century an in- 
creasingly important issue. In a long series of decisions since 1900, 
the Supreme Court of the United States has held that the basic guarantees 
of personal liberties contained in the Bill of Rights are binding upon 
the States as well as upon the Federal Government. It also held to the 
doctrine of "clear and present danger." This doctrine holds that when- 
ever a law appears to encroach upon a civil right, the presumption is 
that the law is invalid. Libraries can be considered one of the chief 
agencies in the protection of American citizens because of the wealth 

of materials they hold and can display which illustrate man's hard up- 
ward climb through the ages until today when each one of us can say with 
Harry P. Cain, member of the Subversive Activities Control Board: "I am 
an American Citizen -- a member of the greatest fraternity on earth -- 
the Brotherhood of Freemen. Because a million American Citizens have 
died and millions have suffered in the wars of our Republic, I have 
greater Freedom than any other citizen of any other nation in any other 
period in the history of mankind. I have greater freedom to Work, to 
Worship, to Love, to Learn and to Play; mine is the Freedom to Compete, 
to Invent, to Save, to Invest, to Create, to Promote and to Own; I have 
freedom to Choose, to Join, to Vote, to Speak, to Travel and to Walk 
erect with head high; I am free to be my own self, as an individual 
human soul; I am free to glorify Almighty God."
